Before Santiago, via Playa del Este, Guantanamo Bay, July 12.—This morning 
General Toral sent out a reply to General Shafter’s second demand for the uncondi- 
tional surrender of Santiago made by the latter yesterday afterncon: 

In his reply General Toral referred to his refusal to accede to the 
American demand made on SunGay and again reiterated his determina- 

to resist. 

Notwithstanding this, the Americam batteries did not open fire this morning and 
the renewal of the bombardment w'll probably be postponed until tomorrow 
(Wednesday) when it is hoped that all of General Randolph's batteries will be in po- 


sition. The siege guns landed yesterday will also be brought up as soon as pos- 


sible. 

Torrents of rain fell last night, drowning out the boys in the trenches and 
making the road almost impassable. 

This may delay the batteries and siege guns.

The Cubans under General Calixto Garcia took Caimenes without oppo-

The Amerieans aré now in position to strike the enemy on the left flank 
arid roll it up, making the Spanish intrenchments north of the city un- 
téhable. 


General Toral, réalizing the weagkness.of this flank, has been busy during the 
existence of the truce in doubling back with intrenchments and fixing his guns 
in the direction from which he is threatened. Mast of Genéral Rando'ph’s guns 
will be located on the heights in the center of General Lawton’s new position. 
where they commang the town. Yesterday morning the Capron and Hanes 
batteries, on the right, succeeded in tearing up the intrenchments of a “palm 
battery,’”’ as it is called, and in plumping shells in several blockhouses on sall- 
ent points, but the shots directed at the Spaniards in the trenches did not appear 
to have much effect. Shrapnel was rapidly thrown directly over the trenchss, yet 
in five minutes the trenches at every point of explosion would be alive with the 
enemy. They would watch for the flash of our guns and drop before the shells 


exploded. 
Spanish Bull Ring Demolished. 


Our mortar fire was directed at the Spanish bull ring and tore up almost 
everything in the vicinity. It is understood that the bull ring ts being used as a 
barracks. 

“Three large steamers lie in the harbor alongside the Philadélphia Iron Com- 
pany’s wharf and a small] Spanish gunboat is anchoreg at the head of the bay. 
All of these could be plainly seen.

Troops Were in Better Shape To Fight. 

Santiago de Cuba, July 11, via Kingston, July 12.—When the fire opened from 
the American lines after the conclusion of the armistice our men were in a much 
better position. Capron’s and Hines’ batteries were posted on the heights on 
the left of the line, and in the rear of Bates’s line the Hotchkiss, gattling and dy- 
namite guns occupied a crest on the right center, and on the extreme right were 
Kent’s and Grimes’s batteries. Batteries were posted in the center of Lawton’s 
division, while our right was strengthened by a division of Kent’s troops, which 
Was pushed to the westward until, with Garcia's line, it formed an arc, reaching 
within a quarter of a mile of Camara. which skirts the bay and forts. 

The only road by which General Toral could escape was thus com- 
manded. Small detached bodies of Spaniards had been observed sxip- 
ping out of town westward early in the morning, including one squad- 


ron of cavalry. 
A move was made to cut off their retreat and a land bombardment begun. A 


shot from the Grimes battery was followed by one of Capron’s guns on the. left 
and in the right center the.gatling and Hotchkiss batteries opened fire. For the 
first ten minutes the firing was quite general, the Spaniards replying spiritedly, 
but the rifie fire on both sides soon waned, and from 65 to 6:30 o’clock, when the 
action ceased, the firing was confined almost exclusively to the artillery. Our bat- 
teries soon got the range and poured shells into the Spanish intrenchments. 

The Hotchkiss battery swept the outer line of the intrenchments back 
and forth, cutting down the brush shelters like a scythe. The Spanish 


were soon forced to the blockhouses. 
A Spanish battery on the left of the town engaged by Capron’s battery, fired 


only a few shots, but the battery on the right fired spiritedly until the gun cotton 
shell from the Wood’s dynamite gun exploded directly in front of it, tearing up 
two trees ang dismounting the gun. It Was the last shot of the afternoon and 
was greeted with cheers. Two menin General Kent's division were killed by a 
shell and several were wounded. Sergeant Jefferson and Private St, Clair, of 
Troop B, Ninth cavalry, were among the wounded. 

A Spanish deserter came to our lines this afternoon for food. He said: 

“The Spaniards are as good fighters as the Americans, and if we had 
food, cigarettes and ammunition in abundance we could fight forever”

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THE BOMBARDMENT ‘OF SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


The 5 inch siege guns which General Shafter used in bombarding Santiago are 12 feet long, weigh 3,000 poynds 
and throw a 45 pound projectile. The 7 inch howitzers are 8% feet long, weigh 3,750 pounds and throw @ 1 und 
projectile at a range of two miles. These guns will pierce 2% inches of steel, The 7 {rich mortars are-5 feet long 
and throw a projectile -of 155 pounds three miles with deadly effect. All of the guns are mounted on steel carriages, 
and owing to their weight and the high hills and bad roads around Santiago were drawn to the front only after the 


most arduous labor. |

THE ESCAPE OF GENERAL TORAL IS WOW CONSIDERED IMPOSSIBLE 


Spanish Commander.|s Afraid To Surrender Because of the 
Treatment Awarded Cervera, Who Obeyed Blanco’s 
Orders and Lost His Fleet---Miles Has Not 
Assumed Command at Santiago.

Washington, July 12.—(Special.)—The sudden return to the city of Secretary 
Day, who had expected to be at the seashore for at least a week longer, and the 
fact that he met here by ex-Senator Edmunds, with whom he had a long confer- 


ence, gave great_impetus to peace talk this morning. 

Edmunds, it will be recalled, was the special adviser of the state de- 
partment in the negotiations with Spain which led up to the war, and 
his conference with the secretary was naturally taken as indicating that 
something important was on. 

Immediately, however, there came the usual! denials, and these were emphasized 
later, when Secretary Day came from the white house after the meeting of the 
cabinet. These denials were explicit on the point that there has been nothing from 
Spain or from anybody acting for her in the way of. @ peace proposition. Judge 
Day is always reticent, and contented himself with general denials, but other mem- 
bers of the cabinet told me that while the president and his advisers had discus:z- 
ed the possibility of peace in a general way, they had absolutely nothing which in- 
dicated the possibility of peace proposals outside of the newspaper reports and 
the opinion of foreign representatives that Spain is surely getting ready to sue. . 
No definite explanation of Senator Edmunds’s visit has been given, nor was any 
attempted. ‘ 

The delay in the transmiasion of telegrams from the front twas doubtless - 
responsible for the fact that all Way ‘we were without: a Word from Shafter cone 
cerning today’s happenings. ‘Tite “only bultetin during the day teld of yesterday's 
flag of truce and surrender talk. 


Shafter’s statement of the strength of his sestinel was emanatiet Tea- ; 
son for congratulation among the army authorities, who have been not 
a little disturbed by reports that some of the Spanish forces had suc- : 
ceeded in making their escape from the besieged city. 

When asked about this, General Alger said he felt satisfied that for two or 
three days at least the American’ lines had been too strong to admit of this possi- , 
bility. He did not consider it probable that any had got away. General Al- 
ger gives it as his opinion that the bombardment was going on, but safd he had 
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no information he had not given to the public. 

General Toral undoubtedly has before his eyes the vindictive abuse heaped 
upon the unfortunate naval commander, Cervera, for surrendering at all, so that he 
probably will be bound by the direction of Blanco in his own case. 

It is not generally known that in response to the manly and pathetic 
report by cable to Blanco announcing the loss of his squadron, Cervera 
received a most harsh and unsympathetic reply, but such is the case. 

Blanco’s purpose in this may have been to dissuade other Spanish command- 
ers, military and naval, from surrender ing under any conditions and in the case 
of Toral it appears that he has made a strong inaprekeion. Nevertheless, confi- 
dence waxes in the epeedy fall of Santi ago, though many officers fear that the ~ 
nest will be found empty and ~ birds flown when the American troops make 
their entry into the town. 

Still, should this be the case, it may be fairly claimed that the prime ohjeut 
of the movement on Santiago, namely, the destruction of the Spanish squadron, 
having been achieved, the campaign as a whole has been successful, 

Miles Has Not Assumed Command. _ | 

General Miles’s report today indicated that he had found unexpected physical 
difficulties to contend with and he is apparently greatly pleased with the prog- 
ress made‘by the army under the conditions prevailing. He has not assumed com- : 
mand, as is evidenced by his message. The most important report of the cabinet : e 
meeting today was the order to remove the mines which guard all coast ports,.< 

Many -military men were opposed to yielding to the pressure of the com- — 
mercial saliewedte and some of them are predicting tnat not a few of the com- 
munities which have been so earnest in their demand for the removal of the

General Miles Reaches the Island and

Siboney, July 11, via Kingston, Jamaica, 
July 12.—(Copyright, 1898, by the Associated 
Press.)—A concerted moyement has been 
made by the United States army and navy 
against the city of Santiago de Cuba during 
the past twenty-four hours, which the 
American officers here believe will result 
in the almost immediate fall of the city. 
Our fleet lying off Aguadores three miles 
east of Morro castle began the bombard- 
ment of Santiago on Sunday afternoon, and 
continued it this morning. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that our ships ‘had to fire at 
an extreme elevaticn, and although the 
range was nearly five miles, the aim was 
so accurate that’ many of the shells fell 
in the city and set fire to it in four places. 

One shell struck St. Michael’s church 
in which a quantity of powder and am- 
munition was stored and blew it to 
pieces. 

During the bombardment from the sea 
the army extended its lines and drew in 
closer to the city, so that at noon today 
every road and trail leading out of the 
city was guarded, and the escape of the 
Spanish soldiers seemed impussible. The 
only way they can get out of the city is to 
ferry across.the bay to the western side of 
the harbor, and even then they could not 
go inland without encountering Amer can 
troops. 

_. Spanish Intrenchments Shelled.

NO DIVISION OF PHILIPPINES. 


Russia Declares the ‘Islands Should 
Not Be Parceled Out. 


St. Petersburg, July 12.—Discussing the 
events of the war between Spain and the 
United States, which it regards as practi- 
caily over, the Novoe Vremya observes 
that the political situation largely depends 
upon the attitude of Russia. It adds: 

With respect to the Philippine islands, 
the time has arrived to clearly state Rus- 
ria’s policy.’’ 

Continuing, the Novoe Vremya remarks: 
“Russia has no positive interests in the 
Philippine islands. If they were divided 
the best part should fall to Germany, Great 
Britain and Japan, thereby strengthening 
them in the Pacific. Then it is to Russia's 
advantage that the Philippine islands re- 
main in the possession of a single power, 
whether Spain or the United States. and 
Russia would prefer to see the islands in 
the possession of Spain and under the pro- 
tection of the United States, who would 
keep out other claimants. By working in 
this direction Russia would not only up- 
hold her own interests, but would serve the 
cause of genefal peace.” 


INSURGENTS BURN MAGISTRATE. 


Rebel Chief Takes the Life of a Man 
Who Offers Reward for Him. 
Hong. Kong, July 12.—A Paklan magis- 
trate who had offered a reward for the 
capture of a rebel ehlef was himself cap- 
tured by the chief. The latter drenched 


him, afterwards butchering the magis- 
trate’s family and flinging the corpses into 
the river. It is sald that the corpses of 400 
slaughtered rebels were seen floating past 
Wu-Chau-Fu. 


TWO FLOATING DOCKS WANTED. 


Government May Buy Rather Than To 
Wait for Building. 
Washington, July 12.—The navy depart- 
ment today asked for bids for two floating 
docks, the two not to cost exceeding $2,500,- 
000, as provided by congress. 
There are a number of floating docks in 
view and it is expected that two of them 
will be secured under the bids asked for 
today without waiting for the long time 
necessary to build such. getructures. Two 
such docks are located at New York and 
three more in and about New Orleans. 
The choice wiik be made with very little 
delay and it probable that the two floating 
docks wiil be in the service of the govern- 
ment within a fortnight or so. The bids 
for the mammoth floating dock to be built 
at New Orleans will be casled for in about 
ten days. 


THURSTON WANTS PORTO RICO. 


Nebraska Senator Says Fall of San- 
tiago Will End tne War. 


Chicago,. July 12.—Senator John M. Thurs- 
ton, of Nebraska, believed the war with 
Spain will practically be over with the 
fall of Santiago. The popular republican 
leader from Nebraska was the guest of 
honor at an informal luncheon this after- 
noon at the Hamilton Club. 

Seated in the club reception parlor, Sen- 
ator Thurston made this sanguine state- 
ment that Spain would be prepared to 
yield as soon as the military and naval 
forces take possession of Santiago. 

It is likely that the war will drag along 
all summer,’’ said the senator, “but the 
conflict will practically be at an end when 
the city of Santiago falls.”’ 

Senator Thurston said: 

“I am heartily in accord with any policy 
in favor of annexing Porto Rico. It 
would be a powerful naval base and other- 
wise be a direct gain to our country.”’

NO ATTACK «1S WOW EXPECTED 


Make Entrance to Harbors Safe 
by Blowing Up All the 
Mines Laid for , 
Protection. 


Washington, July 12.—The secretary of 
war has ordered the removal of all sub- 
marine mines which new protect the har- 
bors of the United States against the en- 


try of hostile ships. This action was de- 


cided vpon at today’s cabinet meeting. 


For weeks past, in fact, almost since 


the beginning of hostilities, the war de- 


partment has been deluged with protests 
from the commercial! interests of the coun- 
try against the continuance of these mines, 
which operated to the great detriment of 


commerce.

Yellow Jack Is Known Now To Be 
Neat the American Army. 
Playa del Este, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
July 12.—The known presence of yellow fe- 
ver at Caimenera, Guantanamo, and other 
towns in the vicinity of Camp McCalla and 
along the coast has resulted in the estab- 
hshment of the strictest quarantine.

To Take Charge of His New Position at 
Emory College. 


DEPARTURE IS REGRETTED 


He Was. a Pastor Who Attended Strict- 
ly to His Religious Duties. 


WON THE HEARTS OF ALL THE PEOPLE 


The Improvements Which Were Car- 
ried on During His Administra- 
tion at St. Luke’s Church; 


Columbus, Ga, July 12.—(Special.)—Dr. 
C; E. Dowman left Columbus today for 
Oxford, Ga., to assume the duties of presi- 
dent of Emory college, to which position he 
was recently elected by the trustees of that 
institution. Fis family preceded him to 
Oxford severa] days, and today witnessed 
the departure of St. Luke’s popular pastor 
for his higher field of work 

Dr. Dowman came to Columbus two an 
a half years ago, being appointed to the 
pastorate of St. Luke’s church, one of the 
largest and most important charges in the 
south Georgia conference. He has made 
St. Luke an ideal pastor, and it fis with the 
greatest regret that his congregation, 
the Methodists of the city, generally, and, 
indeed, the entire community, give him up. 

The administration of Dr. Dowman wit- 
nessed one of the greatest improvements 
in the ‘history of St. Luke’s church. For 
years the advisability of tearing down the 
old church building and constructing, in 
its stead, a more modern and commodious 
edifice, had been discussed. During the ad- 
ministration of Dr. Dowman this important 
improvement was decided upon and was 
made. Dr. Dowman’s energy and _. bus- 
inesslike ability was of great assistance to 
the church in making this change, 


An Historic Building. 


The old building had stood for a half 
sentury, and clustered about it were many 
tender memories. of early Methodism in 
Columbus. The Methodists were organized 
here when Columbus was a trading town. 
The congregation realized, however, that it 
would be necessary to demolish the historic 
and beloved ola structure to make room 
for the increased congregation, and to pro- 
vide the modern church comforts and con- 
veniences. In the days before the war St. 
Luke bore the reputation of having the 
largest and wealthiest congregation south 
of the Potomac river. A picture of the 
old building was printed in Tne Constitu- 
tion just before its demolition. 

From the site of the old building there 
has risen a stately and modern edifice, 
which is a credit to Columbus and to Co- 
lumbus Methodism. The new church will 
be one of the handsomest of its kind in 
Georgia. 

Telling Him Goodby. 


On Sunday evening last Dr. Wowman 
preached his farewell sermon. The con- 
gregation of St. Paul’s Methodist church 
united with that of St. Luke’s on this oc- 
casion, and the services were quite impres- 
sive. Before closing, Rev. A. M. Wynn, 
pastor of St. Paul’s church, voiced the 
sentiment of the congregation, when, in a 
few well-chosen words, he expressed the 
appreciation of Dr. Dowman’s charge for 
the good work he had done in Columbus, 
and their regret at his having to leave the 
city. After the services a large number 
went to the front and shook the hand of 
the retiring pastor. 

The New Pastor. 

The new pastor of St. Luke is to be Rev. 
Bascomb Anthony, of Macon. He is at pres- 
ent pastor of Vineville church, in that city.

Tihe 
fight was carried into the convention, where 
Cable was denounced as a traitor, but the 
chotee of both Cable and Sullivan as com- 
mitteemen was finally ratified, it having 
been announced that they would hereaf- 


er support the Chicago platform. 

' nf roe 84 Governor Altgeld addressed the 
convention at length. He said in part: 

This war is creating new contentions. 
This mighty nation is stirred and is going 
to move along the line of its natural devel- 
opment toward the government of the 
greatest usefulness and the greatest pow- 
er. Providence designed this nation to be 
the supreme mistress of the western hemi's- 
phere and we must steer our vessel toward 
this haven. We must dig and absolutely 
own the Nicaragua canal. We must acquire 
the West Indian islands to round out our 
southeastern boundary and perfect our re- 
public. We must have harbors all over the 
earth for the accommodation of our fleets, 
our navy and of our shipping. 

These things are in the line of our naf- 
ural development. On the other hand, we 
must prevent those wild schemes of con- 
quest and blunder which contemplate tbe 
establishment of a colonial empire on an- 
other continent and under conditions which 
must result in injustice and in gigantic 
scandals. Our mottoes must be “The natur- 
al development and supremacy of this con- 
tinent, but opposition to spoliation and con- 
quest.” “A mighty Anglo-Saxon republic, 
not a mongrel conglomeration.”’ 

The ticket was put through without op- 
position. For university trustee Jacob E, 
Seiter, of Mount Carmel, was named by 
the populists in the fuston arrangement. 

The platform indorses the free silver 
and tariff planks of the Chicago declara- 
tion; favors an income tax amendment to 
the constitution; demands legislation to 
more clearly define the duties and powers 
of courts in the issuing of writs of injunc- 
tion and the adoption of national and state 
anti-trust legislation. The platform con- 
tinues: : 

‘We reaffirm the Monroe doctrine and 
again pledge ourselves to abide by the ad- 
vice of Washington, to keep ourselves free

“We recognize William Jennings Bryan 
as the leading exporient of the foremost 
principles.’’ 

The war plank follows: 

“We prongunce the present. war .with 
Spain justified. by every consideration of 
justice and sownd national policy. We con- 
gratulate the democratic minority in con- 
gress for their firm standing in demanding 
the redress of our national honor, indorse 
the declaration of war with Spain and de- 
mand its energetic prosecution in the cause 
of humanity. 

“We rejoice in the glorious deeds of 
valor of our soldiers and sailors and great- 
ly deplore the fatalities and injuries which 
have so resulted and we favor the adop- 
tion of the most liberal policy toward the 
wounded and the families of the slain.” 

National Republican League Meets. 

Omaha, Neb., July 12.—The National Re- 
publican League meets tomorrow.

Claims That He Was Offered $5,000 
To Assume Responsibility for the 
Crime—Evidence All In. 


Jesup, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—Court con- 
vened promptly at 8 o’clock this morning, 
and ‘tthe attorneys proceeded to examine 
the witnesses for the state until 10:30 
o’clock. The state had some fifty witnesses 
to examine, which “stood a rigid cross- 
examination, but all held very firmly. 

Hon. Tom Watson made some heroic ef- 
forts to have some evidence ruled out, but 
Judge Sweat held that it was admissible, 
and explained his legal authority for so 
doing very clearly. 

Herrington’s Evidence. 

The defendant made a statement to the 
jury. Next witness examined was Berry 
Herrington, who was the’star witness of 
the day. Herrington was taken through the 
whole affair, and was the target of a heavy 
cross-fire from the defense, but he stood 
firmly and held to his orjginal statement. 
He has the sympathy of the community, 
as he is the youngest one of the gang, 
and from his statement it appears that 
the whole of the crime was being placed 
on him. He gave some very damaging 
evidence against Leonard Carter, the de- 
fendant’s brother; D. H. Moody and young 
Dr. J. D. Moody. He testified that imme- 
diately after the last superior court those 
parties told him that if he would make the 
affidavit that he was the one that burned 
the depot they would give him the 
sum of $500, for which they would give him 
their five notes for $100 each, due at inter- 
vals of eight months each. 

He produced four of the notes, and the 
other he says Mr. Moody has in his posses- 
sion, to place a credit of $150 on that they 
have paid onit. He said L. Carter did not 
sign the notes, but he took Herrington to 
Brunswick, where this affidavit was made, 
and told him that he would not sign the 
notes, but would guarantee to see that 
they were paid. Herrington say this affi- 
davit he then made was false, but he made 
it to protect his life, as it had been threat- 
ened very heavily if he did not. After- 
wards he, yet being afraid of violence, 
came to Jesup and gave himself up to the 
sheriff for protection. He would not even 
disclose it then before court for fear he 
would be taken out of the jail and killed.

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POWDER EXPLOSION 
KILLS EIGHT MEN 


Number of Buildings Are Wrecked and 
Twenty People Are Hurt. 


WORKMEN TORN TO PIECES 


Laflin-Rand Works Are Badly Dam- 
aged by the Explosion. 


THE PLACE WAS GUARDED’ BY MILITARY 


Theory That a Spanish Spy Caused the 
Work Was at First Advanced, 
but Was Quickly Dispelled. 


New York, July 12. —Two_ explosions, 
which killed eight men, wounded twenty 
others and wrecked a number of buildings, 
Laflin-Rand 
N. J., this 


was in the 


occurred at the plant of the 
Powder Works at Pompton, 
morning. The first explosion 
house where gun cotton was being made, 
and the second, presumably superinduced 
by concussion, was in the drying house 
close by. 

Three men were in the mixing room when 
the explosion occurred, and they were 
blown to atoms. Chief Engineer Craig, who 
was in the engine room, had his head 
crushed to a jelly in the wreckage of the 
boiler house, the side of which was blown 
out. John Phillips was standing near a 
tree some distance from the mixing house. 


His head was blown from his body and 


was picked up eighty. feet away. 

The foreman of the drying room was 
blown to pieces, and a numberof Italians 
who were digging a trench in the rear of 
the building were killed. The most gerli- 
ously injured was William H. Emmons, 
a private of company I, Third New Jersey 
volunteers. It is not likely that he will 
recover. Charles Lukes, of Butler, was 
also probably fatally injured. 

The explosions were followed by a fire 
which threatened to spread to the other 
buildings |. containing the higher explo- 
sives. Five companies of the Third New 
Jersey volunteers have been stationed at 
the plant since the war was begun, and 
they were ordered under arms and went 
to the scene of the explosion at double 
quick. Within ten minutes the soldiers 
had formed a cordon about the works. 

The fire was soon quenched and the 
search for other dead and missing was 
immediately begun. The Laflin-Rand com- 
pany has been engaged in the manufacture 
of brown powder, nitroglycerine, gun cot- 
ton and smokeless powder, under con- 
tract to the government. The loss to the 
company will be great, but it is said that 
a reconstruction of the wrecked buildings 
will begun tomorrow, and that the plant 
will be in full running order in two weeks. 
After the explosion there was some talk 
of a Spanish epy being implicated in 
the attempt to destroy the powder mill, 
but the theory of the men connected with 
the works is that a grain or gravel of sand 
got into some powder which was in process 
of handling in the mixing room, and that 
as it went through the machinery the 
foreign substance came in contact with a

ly more foreign immigrants than any 
other month in the calendar, but this 
year the number of arrivals during the 
month of June has fallen off consider- 
ably. 

Last year the number of June arrivals 
aggregated 15,637, while this year it 
aggregates only 12,180, or 3,457 less. 
This is due to various causes. In the first 
place many immigrants who came over 
to this country last year in the hope of 
finding ready employment -were sorely 
disappointed, and returning home in dis- 
gust they carried the true condition of 
affairs with them. In the second place, 
the existence of war between Spain and 
United States has had the effect of keep- 
ing large numbers of timid foreigners at 
home. Being ignorant of conditions in 
this country and fearimg that possibly 
they might be pressed into military 
service they have been constrained to 
defer the matter of changing their abode 
for the present: Other causes, such as 
stringent immigration laws, nof of 
force in this country, have had some 
contributory share in bringing about 
the reduced number of June arrivals 
for this year. 

With respect to the 12,180 June ar- 
rivals for this year it is interesting to 
note the various ports from which they 
have come. For the Information of our 
readers. we cite the official figures show- 
ing the number of immigrants from 
each of the following countries: Italy 
3,796, Austria 1,498, Ireland 1,457, Rus- 
sia 1,084, Hungary 1,005, Germany 794, 
Norway 416, Sweden 415, England 395, 
Turkey in Asia 204, Poland 169, Fin- 
land 133, Denmark 135, Wales 94, Scot- 
land 92, Greece 122, France 77, Portu- 
gal 77, Rowmania 73, Netherlands 50, 
Switzerland 47, Belgium 23, Turkey in 
Purope 11, Asia, not specified, 2, Africa 
2, Canada 2 and Cuba 1. Strange enough 
there was not a single arrival from 


either Japan, Australia or South Ameri- 


ca. 
As with the month of June so with 
the other months of the year. Although 
we are not in possession of the exact 
figures, we are reliably informed that 
the aggregate number of arrivals for 
the fiscal year ending June 31, 1898, is 


considerably less than for almost any 


fiscal year since the war.

Atlanta and the Railroads. 

The annual address of President T. 
of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce, published elesewhere, deals

This is the 
idea. upon which President Neal pro- 
ceeds and he states in his address that 
in bringing complaints to. the attention 
of railway officials he has always been 
careful to base the matter of their ad- 
justment upon the ground of mutual 
interest, believing such to be the part of 
wisdom and right. He furthermore 
states that he intends to adhere strictly 
to the same policy in the future.

‘Besides the above named expenses, we 
have expended $628 for the handbook of 
Atlanta, compiled by Messrs. Martin and 
Bullock. Tihis handbook ts one of the most 
elaborate publications ever issued for the 
purpose of advertising a city. The chamber 
has already distributed more than 500 copies 
of the book. I believe that our Outlay in 
this direction will prove a valuable invest- 
ment. We have also spent an unusual 
amount in an effort to create a renewed in- 
terest in the work of the chamber and to 
re-awaken the old Atlanta spirit. I feel 
that we have been*amply repaid for this 
outlay. We now have a membership of 
273, which is an increase of 1% over the 
membership of one year. ago, 

‘The various committees have worked in 
harmony, and have performed with credit 
the duties assigned to them. Most of the 
work done by this body, as you are aware, 
is done by committees, and does not at- 
tract the attention of the public, or even 
the membership. If the ‘gratuitous work 
done by these committees, often entailing 
trips to other cities at individual expense, 
was properly understood by the public, 
there would be a more general apprecia- 
tion of the chamber on the part of our 
citizens. 

“We are in touch with al] large commer- 
cial bodies throughout the country, and 
those who have represented our chamber 
will testify that our organization has much 
weigiht in these business conventions.

around it, and as the field officers rode up, 
some covered with dust and many with 
clothes torn almost to pieces, they were 
shown inside.

For three 
days we had been living on crackers, co- 
coanuts and mangoes, which, while good 
in themselves, are not wholly satisfactory 
as a steady diet. 

For a time the officers munched and 
drank and enjoyed themselves informally, 
and it was just growing dusk when an 
orderly announced that General Shafter and 
his staff had been sighted down the trail. 
We went out to meet them, and what we 
saw. opened our eyes with surprise. General 
Shafter, in an immaculate uniform, was 
leading his blue and gold staff on well- 
groomed horses, each man shaved, each 
one with laundered shirts and each one 
looking as though he was prepared to at- 
tend dress parade, They were not the sort 
of officers we were used to, and we stared 
harder than politeness permitted. General 
Young, coatless and dirty, with a ten ‘days’ 
beard on his square jaw, shook hands 
with Colonel John Jacob Astor, Captain 
Stewart Brice, Captain W. Creighton Webb 
and other military and millionaire lhumina- 
ries who figure as aides de camp on Shaf- 
ter’s «staff, and I could not help recalling 
that hast Sunday morning, when he was 
facing a rain of Spanish bullets along this 
same trail, the chaps in blue and gold were 
lounging comfortably in the cabin of the 
Seguranca, Whiskers and dirt are badges 
of honor sometimes.

When the handshaking and preliminary 
greetings were over, all the officers 
grouped themselves about the big center 
table and bundles of maps and papers 
were unrolled, spread out and fastened 
down with tin cups and chunks of hard 
tack. Then it became apparent that the 
habit of inviting the insurgent command- 
ers to taKe parf'in the American councils 
of war had been broken, for there was not 
one of the regiment of Cuban generals 
now in the vicinity present in the begin- 
ning, nor did any come in later. This is 
significant not only of the intention of the 
Americans not to take the insurgents too 
much into their confidence in future, but 
it shows that our people are beginning to 
appreciate the desire of the Cubans to hoe 
their own row. They seem to feel that it 
is perfectly proper for them to take our 
guns and ammunition, to eat our rations 
and’ to sleep on our blankets, but they 
withhold to themselves the right to say 
when and where they shall fight, if they 
fight at all. I learn, aisa, that one of the 
chief topics to be discussed at the confer- 
ence was how to handle the insurgents, 
and this was an additional reason for not 
inviting their attendance. 

There are those of our commanders who 
are making earnest and persistent protests 
against this indiscriminate distribution of 
weapons among the young and old, white 
and black, good, bad and indifferent lot of 
men and boys who flock into Juraguacito 
and, with no other credentiais than their 
dirt and rags, are given rifles, cartridges 
and supplies and turned loose to do what 
they please with them—at least so far as 
our government is concerned, There are 
now nearly 5,000 of these people at Jura- 
guacito sleeping under trees for a mile in 
al directions and some few of them are 
still at the front acting as guides to 
American scouts. The whole body wou!d 
form a formidable army if they could be 
organized and disciplined and have some 
energy injected into them, ut at the pres- 
ent time I am frank to confess that our 
forces will more than likely be compelled 
to take Santiago without specially valuable 
assistance from the insurgents. It may be 
that. I am mistaken—and I sincerely hope 
I am—but there are many who share my

Oficers and Privates Alike Say the Men for Whom They Ar 
Fighting Are Devoid of Gratitude and Paitim 


THEY TELL OF SANTIAGO FIGHT 


Stormed the Blockhouse Under a Mur- 
derous Fire from the Spanish 
Sharpshooters, 


MANY BRAVE MEN MET DEATH 


Captain Ducat, Who Was Shot Through 
the Hips, Tells of the Assault, 
While Men Were Mowed Down 
by the Score—What the 
Men Say. 


By Wallace P. Reed. 
SITTING ON THE PIAZZA OF THE 
administration Duilding of the hospital dc- 
partment at Fort McPherson, yesterduy 
afterncon, was a larg2, powerfully built 
man whese dark face, with its closely 
cropped black beard, indicated ‘ntelligence, 

will-power and bulldog courage. 
Apparently be was in perfect health, but 
a pair of crutches within easy reach gave 
a hint of a stcry which is Gestined to fill 
a thrilling chapter in history. The Man 
with the crutches was Captain A. O. Du- 
cat, Company D, Twenty-fourth ‘nfantry. 


He welcomed The Constitution’s represen- | 


tative courteously and talked interestingly 
of the recent fights around Santiago. 

The captain was among the wounded who 
arrived at Fort McPherson Monday after- 
noon. His injuries are more serious and 
painful than those of any of his com- 
rades who have been sent here, a bullet 
having passed through both_hips, but his 
cheerful, resolute face and quiet, easy 
manner would not cause the casual ob- 
server to suspect that he was a desperate- 
ly wounded man. He was shot down at 
the head of his men when the daring as- 
sault was made upon the Spanish block- 
house on the crest of San Juan hill. 

This hill commands the city of Santiago. 
It is shaped something like a crescent, just 
the thing for defensive purposes, as it 
bulges outward from the besieged strong- 
hold. It stands right in the pathway which 
the Americans had to follow in order to 
reach the city at its most accessible point. 
During the fighting near E} Caney it be- 
came necessary to dislodge the Spaniards 
from this hill, ang Captain Ducat was sent 
forward with his company. He had seven- 
ty-five men with him, and they had to 
rush along a narrow path, cross a river, 
cut through barbed wire fences, and be 
exposed all the time to a murderous fire 
from the enemy. A. strong force of Span- 
iards in the blockhouse kept up an un- 
ceasing rain of bullets. 

With a ringing cheer, Ducat and his reg- 
ulars leaped forward into the very jaws of 
death. Men fell dead or wounded at al- 
most every step of the way, but the survi- 
vors never wavered. Onward through the 
dense underbrush, upward along the rug- 
ged sides of the hill they dashed with the

deadly effect. The defenders of the block- 
house were strongly fortified, but they 
could not stand such am assault, They 
shot down two-thirds of the men in Du- 
cat’s company, but those who had escaped 
the storm of bullets never paused in their 
rush until they reached the 
wummit slightly tn advance of the other 
troops who joined them jn the assault,

good fortune in being sent forward from 
the fiel4d hospital to Atlanta, where he 
thinks that the cond.tions are more favor+ 
able to his recovery.

“Some of our most disagreeable expe- 
riences.’’ he said. ‘‘came after the battle. 
While we were on the Cherokee, off the 
southern coast of Cuba, the Scorpion and 
another vessel fired into us because our 
captain did not show a red light. He had 
his reasons for it, but he paid no attention 
to the vessels until a shell struck his 
ship. Then the red Nght was displayed, 
and the matter was expla‘'ned to the cap- 
tain of the Scorpion, who was under the 
impression that he was firing upon a Span- 
ish vessel. Of course it was a terrible 
shock to the wounded men on the Cher- 
okee. They were perfectly helpless, and 
it was not pleasant to think that they 
were in danger of being destroyed at any 
moment by a shell from their friends. We 
had another mishap at High Springs, Fia., 
where our train was run into by the Flor- 
ida Central and Peninsular express. Sev- 
eral cars were damaged and the wounded 
were badly shaken up. Altogether these 
incidents were enough to cause the death 
of some of the men from nervous prostra- 
tion. I feel no fears for myself. My 
wound is a bad one, but my strang con- 
stitution and temperate habits in all 
things will probably pull me through.” 

The captain had almost nothing to say 
about the part he bore in the battle, and 
the story of his gallant conduct came 
from the lips of others. 

Another prominent figure at the admin- 
istration building yesterday was First 
Lieutenant H. G. Lyon, of Captain Ducat’s’ 
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company. He talked very freely and was 
enthusiastic whenever he spoke of his com- 
Mander. The lieutenant is a fine looking 
blonde with a short golden beard. He is a 
man of splendid physique and though badly 
wounded in one thigh, he is ipparently 
enjoying h's change of quarters.” 


The Assault Upon San Juan 

“Yes,” he said in reply to a question, 
“that fight when we took San Juan hill 
was ahot one. It was no easy job to get 
within striking distance of the enemy. You 
understand that we were surrounded by 
the dense tropical vegetation of that re- 
gion. There were forests and underbrush 
in every direction. and those cactus-like 
Plants called Spanish bayonets stabbed us 
at every movement. Captain Ducat, stand- 
ing in the middie of the line formed by his 
Company, could not see either end of it. 

“We had to pull aside the bushes or 
crawl under some of them and frequently 
we lost sight of the hill, which is about 
the size of Snodgrass hill at Chickamauga, 
& hog-backed-shaped eminence about 225 
feet high and very steep in places on the 
side from which we had to approach it. 
Our men were exposed to a destructive 
fire ali the time from the Spanish sharp- 
shooters and the worst of it was that we 
coukl not see them. At times we supposed 
that they were a great distance off, but 
after they had killed many of our best 
men we found that they were scattered 
about all around us. They were lashed to 
the treetops, each man with 1,000 rounds of 
ammunition, and as they used smokeless 
powder, the crack of a rifle did not dis- 
close its location. 

“After working our way through the 
bushes we came to the San Juan river 
and had to ford it, which was dohe easily, 
as the water was not deep. Then we 
struck a barbed wire fence and had to cut 
our way through or smash it with the butts 
of our guns, There were three or four 
lines of barbed wire fence and we found 
them troublesome enough, I can tell you. 
We fought our way through all these ob- 
Stacles and then made a dash of 500 yards 
across an open field under a fire which 
made many a brave fellow bite the dust. 

“At the foot of the hill was a trench. 
We managed to get over that, but we were 
thoroughly exhausted. It was the hottest 
day ever known—hot as a Turkish bath- 
room—and our soldiers after that strain 
were almost ready to faint. But they were 
Only at the beginning of their work. 
lwoming up before them was that frown- 
ing hill, sending death-dealing bullets into 
our ranks every minute. Could we take 
it? Captain Lee, of the British army, 
who was at our headquarters before the 
assault, said that the attempt ought not 
to be made. He declared that he had 
witnessed desperate charges by the English 
soldiers in India, but he had never seen 
| them attempt to storm such a height under 
four tiers of fire. The first tier was from 
the trench at the foot of the hill, the sec- 
ond was a little higher up and the third 
and fourth were from the blockhouse. 

“Such taik was discouraging, but the 
assault had been ordered and as we were 
deficient in artifiery it was our only way 
of capturing the hill. General Kent was 


our division commander and Colonel Wikoff 
commanded our brigade. Wikoff was killed 
and every regimental commander was 
either killed or wounded. In company D 
all of the officers were shot down, includ- 
ing the first sergeant, but we led the 
charge and reached the top first. 


The Flight of the Dons. 


“The top of the hill is about 1,100 yards 
from the outskirts of Santiago—just about 
that distance from the Spanish barracks 
in the city. These barracks we could not 
fire upon because they floated the flag of 
the Red Cross Society. ‘This side of them, 
however, about 900 yards from the hilltop 
was a trench, from which the Spaniards 
sent forth a very destructive fire. Did 
they run when we charged up the height? 
It was a panic. The hill was so steep 


that we had to edge along in a zig-zag 
fashion, but when our men poured over 
the crest the Dons rushed from their 
blockhouse and ran at lightning speed into 
the bushes and then to the trench between 
us amd the city. 

“They left literally everything—guns, 
ammunition, Knapsacks and blankets. It 
was a complete rout. We had heard that 
they were very short of food supplies ‘in 
the town, and what we gaw on 
the summit qf San Juan convinced us that 
we had been correctly informed. The Span- 
lards left their rations behind them, and 
rice and meal were the principal things. 
We found small loaves of bread made of 
rice flour and meal, but no meat and no 
utensils for cooking any. Spies and de- 
sertergs had told us days before than the 


meat supply had been out in Santizo, and 
the flesh of horses and mules was eaten 
when it could be obtained. 

“You may think that after capturing San 
Juan hill it would have been an easy inat- 
ter to enter Santiago or desiroy it. We 
were able to fire rifle shota almost across 
the city, and we had artillery on the 
nill within three-quarters of an hour after 
our soldiers. were there, but we had no 
great amount of ammunition, ang as San- 
tiago is almost entirely built of brick, it 
was better for us to blaze away at the 


the town and see the tops of the buildings, 
and at night we could see the lights in the 
streets. It would not @o for us to shoot 


it a point to respect the Red Cross fiag. 
The enemy doubtless use.) the flag fraud- 
ulently, but we could not help that, cnd it 
is a fact that they did not always tespect 
the flag when they saw it in our tines. They 
are brave fighters, but they are unscrup- 
ulous in some matters. Their sharpshooters, 
for instance, were stationed in tree tcps so 
far from their lines that -hey fired right 
down into the place where our surgeons 
were attending to the wounded. Whey aim- 
ed at the surgeons and at the ‘elpless men 
who were stretched vut on the tibles. OF 
course, it was certain death tv ‘he sharp- 
shooters when they were discovered, but 
they expected to be killed sooner or later 
anyhow, and they were willing to tvhe 
their chances. Finally, when w i«cated 
them, our cavalry went forwird «an shot 
them by scores in the trees, here their 
dead bodies remained lashed to the toughs, 
The Use of Smokeless Powder. 


‘Their smokeless powder gave the Span- 
jards a great advantage. Tere ~was noth- 
ing to betray their jocatio:: when they 
fired, but our black powder g%ve us sway 
every time. When a cannon or a ride was 
fired from our side the enemy knw by the 
emoke just where if was, and it cree 
trained their guns upon that point.’ 

Ideurvenant Lyon laughed when his ai- 
tention was called to the conduct of the 
Cubans. 

“Don’t talk about then,” he sail. “They 
rob their own friends who ere fighting for 
them and act in the most cowardly and 
contemptible manner. ‘They 2 em to have 
no sense of honor.” 

Lyon was hit by bullets or fragments of 


jast time he was lying on his back at the 
fiel4 hospital when a splinter from a shell 
went through his coat, glanced from his 
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shirkers or cowards on our side in ‘ne 
fights around Santiago the wide-awake 
soldiers who were sent from there to Fort 
McPherson falled to find them. 

Strolling around the grounds of the fort 
yesterday was a sol with hig left wrist 
in a sling. A timely question brought out 
the fact that he was Private G. H. Ful- 
lerton, of the Seventh regiment, regular 
army. 

“The battle of Santiago,” he remarked, 
“was the biggest one in the history of the 


world. We had only 3,000 men against 20,000 


Spaniards, but we cleaned them up.” 

It is not likely that he meant 
to claim only 3,000 men (for | the 
entire American force engaged around 
Santiago, but he did not take 
the time to explain himself. Pulling out 
a handful of cartridges, he continued: 

“You see these things,” he said. ‘“Took 

He Killed Two Spaniards. 

them from the pocket of a Spaniard I kill- 
ed in the charge on San Juan hill. Did I 
kill one? Yes, I killed two of them. But 
they got me. There is still a cartridge in 
this left arm of mine. They are going to 
use the X-ray on it tonight to find out 
exactly where it is located.’’ 

“Hope you won't go back to Cuba soon,” 
said ‘“‘Thanks,”’ replied Fullerton; “hope 
I won't go back at all. I want to get home 
to Boston. Fact is, I'd like to see my wife 
about this time.’’ 

The soldter’s that band caught the atten- 
tion of Artist Henderson, and he wanted 
to know of what material it was composed. 

“That is the skin of a black rattler,”’ 
answered Fullerton. “‘Cuba’s full of them. 
A black rattler is seventeen feet long, and 
he never rattles until after he has jumped 
upon you. He’s a dandy snake.” 

This private agreed with his officers in 
their opinion of the Cubans. He did not 
consider such a people worth fighting for. 

Among the wounded officers is Captain 
Bigelow, of company D, Tenth cavalry. He 
is a brother of Poultney Bigelow. Four 
wounds bid fair to annoy him for some 
time to come. One of the bullets which 
struck him tore away a part cf his jaw. 

Lieutenant R. E. L. Spence, of Camilla, 
Ga., is slightly wounded in one arm. Second 
Lieutenant Fred W. Lewis, of the Twenty- 
second infantry, was sent here because he 
Was overcome by the heat. He will go to- 
day to Ocean Grove, N. J., to recuperate. 
Lewis is the son of General J. R. Lewis, 
formerly a well-known resident, and at one 
time the postmaster of this city, but now 
a citizen of the state of Washington. Lieu- 
tenant Isaac Newell, of the Twenty-second 
infantry, remained at Tampa, as his wounds 
were of a slight nature, and it was thought 
that he would be able to join his command 
‘in a few days. He is from Milledgeville, 
and is the brother of Mr. Alfred Newell, 
recently on the staff of The Constitution, 

Many of the officers and soldiers from 
Santiago speak in very complimentary 
terms of the splendid soldierly qualities of 
Spence, Lewis and Newell. 

It may surprise some to hear the com- 
ments of the veterans upon the colored 
regulars. Ducat and Lyon say that they 
showed great pluck and discipline in 
charging San Juan hill, and Lieutenant 
Kennison, of company E, Twenty-tifth in- 
fantry, a native of Missouri, said that they 
fought nobly. 

‘Your southern troops,”’ said one of the 
officers, ‘thave made a brilliant record in 
this war. They stand the fatigue of march- 
ing and digging trenches without a com- 
plaint, and nq troops in the world can beat 
them in a charge. Your General Wheeler 
is a favorite with the whole army, and no 
living man has more fight in him to the 
square inch than old Joe.” 

A colored soldiér with this arm in a sling 
came along just then, and one of the vis- 
itors put a few questions to him. 

“Yas suh,”’ was his reply, ‘‘L wus in the 
Charge upon San Juan. Dunno much about 
it, suh, but the Spaniards had a host of 
men, and we licked ‘em good. I think I 
killed a few; anyhow I tried to. The 
Cubans? Well, suh, you must excuse me, 
but they won’t. do, They are no good at 
all, suh.”’ 

The officers all bear testimony to the 
fighting qualities of the Spaniards while 
on the defensive, and the (foreign 
military attaches in front of Santi- 
ago state that the Spanish infantry 
renk with the best soldiers of Europe, but 
they are deficient in staying qualities. They 
will fight, but they lack patience and en- 
durance, and will not hold on to a position 
with the tenacity of soldiers of the Anglo- 
Saxon race. 

Not one of these wounded officers and 
men had a word to say agaimst the policy 
and the methods of our government in con- 
ducting the war. When Lieutenant Lyon 
stated that his men went a whole day be- 
fore San Juan without a mouthful to eat 
he was quick to explain that the troops 
were abundantly supplied with rations, but 
just at that time it was aimost ceéftain 
death for his soldiers to go or send back 
sixty yards for food and water. One poor 
fellow who went to get a supply of water 
was shot dead by one of the enemy’s sharp- 
shooters. 

The majority of these officers and many 
of the privates are marr‘ted men, and their 
first act upon arriving at the fort was 
to send telegrams and letters to. their 
wives. They accept the results of warfare 
very cheerfully, and it is plain that they 
are well pleased with their present tem- 
porary resting place. 

“This weather,’’ said one of the officers, 
‘“‘would have been a godsend to us at San- 
tiago, Our men were completely exhausted 
by the excessive heat, and after climbing 
to the top of San Juan they hardly had 
strength enough to carry their guns. If 
the weather had been cool and balmy I be- 
lieve that they would have rushed over the 
trenches into the city. They had nerve 
enough to do it, but the boiling sun had 
just about finished them. Down in Cuba 
our troops are fighting, not only the Span- 
iards, but all the forces of nature. Yet, 
comparatively few are sick, and there is no 
yellow fever among them, There is said to 


trenches. From the hill we could look into | © Some in Santiago, but the report may 


have been started by the Spaniards.”’ 
All about the fort grounds might have 
been seen here and there a wounded soldier 


at the Spanish barracks, because we made , from the front taking an airing, but there 


were many who were unable to leave their 
cots in the hospital. The great majority, 
fhowever, are only siightly wounded, gener- 
ally in the extremities. They say that the 
Spaniards as a rule are not good shots, with 
the exception of the sharpshooters. While 
the big guns from the Spanish side at San- 
tiago thundered away with a perfect rain 
of shot and shell, comparatively few of 
the missiles did any damage. The Ameri- 
can shells nearly all exploded and the land 
batteries did effective work. 

The hospital nurses at the fort are neat 
and trim looking women, many of them 
young and rather pretty. In their white 
caps and gowns they are very attractive, 
and the wounded soldiers never seem hap- 
pier than when they are having their limbs 
dressed and bandaged by these fair ex- 
perts. 

In every circle at the fort there was an 
appreciative word spoken for Major Taylor, 
the surgeon in charge. He is untiring in 
his exertions in behalf of the wounded 
men. Surgecn Park Howell was also men- 
tioned very gratefully by many of the 
patients. 


Wounded Get Furloughs. 


The wounded officers at Fort McPnherson 
will probably leave for their homes Taurs- 
day morning. As soon as they landed on 
American soil they all made application 
to the war department for furloughs untti 
they are strong enough to again go to 
the front, 

They tock this action because they knew 
they would be sent to an army hospital 
and they would much rather be at home 
with their families, The department agreea 
to allow such of them as were thought to 
be able to visit their homes. and yeste 
day telegrams were received by the wound- 
ed officers from the war artm< n-

Wounded in Four Places. 

One of the most unique wounds received 
during the battle of Santiago is ownéd by 
Lieutenant W. H. Wassell, of the Twenty- 
second infantry. who was in the hottest 
portion of the fight and who dist'nguished 
himself by his bravery and coolneas. 

Immediately before he was wounded he 
was gazing at the Spanish troops through 
field glasses. While engaged in this sight- 
seeing a bullet, evidently the new steel 
projectile used in the Krag-Jorgensen rifle, 
entered the small finger of his left hand, 
passed through the finger, struck his left 
‘hand at the base of his 6mall finger, came 
out where the hoHow of the hand begins, 
entered again at the base of his thumb 
and came out at his wrist. 

Having finished with his hand, the bullet 
entered his left cheek just below his eye 
and passed downward, grazing his teeth 
and leaving his body directly over his spine 
in the small of his back. This journey 
through his anatomy was accomplished 
by the projectile without striking a bone. 
Ideutenant Wassell does not know what 
else freaky was done by this bullet, buat 
he says that it journeyed through him in 
a second and without giving him serious 
pain. 

Were Not Allowed To Wash. 

The troops at Santiago were not al- 
lowed to wash during the time they were 
in Cuba, and one officer stated yesterday 
that he thought he would faint from sheer 
joy when he first found himself in a bath 
tub after reaching America. The troops 
were not allowed to wash because it was 
feared that they would contaminate the 
water, which was needed for drinking pur- 
poses. 

The nearest stream was three-quarters 
of a mile from the camp, and water was 
obtained by detailing companies to cerry 
water, each man taking six canteens. The 
troops fought in a state of decided negli- 
gee, so the officer says. 

Lieutenant George J. Godfrey, of the 
Twenty-second infantry, stated yesterday 
that he went into battle wearing a pair of 
trousers, a hat, shoes and under garments, 
except for an undershirt. One officer who, 
should his name be published, might be 
caused some embarrassment, stated that 
for several days he wore socks. 

One day he took these off t o wash thejn. 
Having only one pair, he wag forced to do 
without them during that day, and he 
then made the discovery that he did not 
need them. This he communicated to his 
fellow officers, and soon nearly every of- 
ficer in that regiment had thrown away his 
socks, 

Many dispensed entirely with all their 
undergarments. They were forced to this 
not only on account of the extreme heat, 
but also because it was impossible to keep 
their clothes clean. The officer stated 
that the work done by the Americans to 
the Spaniards in trenches was something 
terrible, and whole companies of the enemy 


were killed. 
SPANISH PRISONERS CONTENTED 


Cervera and the Officers Will Be Taken 


to Annapolis Today. 

Portsmouth, N. H., July 12.—The cruiser 
St Louis. it is expected, will leave for 
Annapolis tomorrow morning with Admiral] 
Corvern and the other Spanish officers who 
nave been ordered taken to that station for 
confinement as prisoners of war. The 
Spanish captives who were landed an Sea- 
veys island nave made themselves at home 
and most of them spent the day in play- 
ing cards or other favorite games. The 
men have g0oq ‘appetites and have ap- 
parently become contented. ‘Tyhe food be- 
ing supplied théth ts-of the best quality. 
Two of the cooks of the Cristobal Colon 
have been detailed to assist the tweive 
Americans in this work. The sick among 
Spaniards have been placed in two 
hospitals at the island. The government 
tug which visited the cruiser today reports 
Admiral Cervera ‘as feeling inuch iim- 
proved.

Wounds Heal Rapidly. 

Washington, July 12.—Surgeon General 
Van Reypen, of the navy, has received a 
1eport from the surgeons with the fleet 
showing that in the many cases of wound- 
ed, some of them serious, not a rise of 
temperature or an accumulation of pus 
has appeared in any cases. From a med- 
ical standpcint this is said to be a marked 
advance from the conditions during the 
civil war and is attributed to the intro- 
duction of antiseptic treatment of wounds. 
It shows that no fever follows the wounds, 
and that with the absence of pus the 
wounds heal rapidly.

The Regiment Will Form Par 
of the Invading Army, 


COL FREEMAN MAY COMMAND 


His Ability Is Recognized by the War 
Department, 


THE REGIMENT 1S BADLY SCATTERED 


Report of the Fifth’s Departure Came 
from Washington and Was Not 
Confirmed Here, Although 
It Is Believed To Be

REPORT REACHED THE CITY YES- 
terday from Washington that the Fifth 


H. B. Freeman, commanding, which is sup- 
posed to be stationed at Fort McPherson, 
but which is really scattered along the sea- 
coast of Georgia and Florida, has been 
ordered to the front. 

The report is believed by those in the 
city who have knowledge of the workings 
of the war department, but the report. 
reached the city at a hate hour and could 
not be verified at the fort. It is known, 
however, that the officers at the post have 
been expecting for several days an order 
to go to the front, and several of them 
have even gone to the extent of so ar- 
ranging their business affairs in this city 
that they will be able to leave at a2 Mo 
ment’s notice. ° 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
those acquainted with the condition of 
affairs at the post that Lieutenant Colonel 
Freeman wil] be in charge of the regiment 
while it composes a portion of the army of 
invasion. Colonel Freeman is one of the 
thoroughly efficient officers of the service 
whose meritorious actions in the past aré 
known to the war department, and _ the 
manner in which he has conducted the fort 
since the retirement of Colonel Henry 
Cook has been entirely satisfactory. 

Fort McPherson has really been a train- 
ing school for soldiers. Recruits have been 
sent there from al} portions of the coun- 
try and have been taught the duties that 
will be incumbent upon them after they 
have reached the battlefield.

Mr. Aaron French, of Pittsburg, Pa.. 
who has taken a great interest in technical 
education, and who gave one of the first 
donations to the textile department of the 
Tech, has presented the board of trustees 
with a check for $2,500 unconditionally, and 
has presented them with another check for 
$3,000 on condition that a similar amount be 
raised in Atlanta and Georgia. The total 
amount of his donation, if the condo- 
tions are complied with, will be $5,500, and 
if the conditions are not complied with it 
will be $2,500. 

Before Mr. French made his very liberal 
donations the trustees had raised $1,600 in 
cash and $12,000 in machinery, and they 
made a requisition on Governor Atkinson 
for the money provided for in the textile 
bill, claiming that they had complied with 
the conditions. On consulting with the 
attorney general the. governor refused to 
turn the money over to the trustees, hold- 
ing that he had been given no guarantee 
that the money was actually the property 
of the school. 

A meeting of the trustees was necessary 
to make the guarantee and while no alarm 
was felt as to the outcome, recent events

Along with 
the cold weather and mist and mud came 
fires and overcoats, and the city stepped 
from summer, with its flowers and_bird- 
song, to a December day—cheerless and 
gloomy. 

“Ig it cold today, or have I just a chill?’ 
asked an early riser yesterday morning of 
his companion on the trolley car. Others 
asked the same question when they started 
from home into the city. As the day pro- 
gressed the weatiher grew worse, and last 
evening few ventured out on the streets. 
The rain turned into a heavy mist of fog 
and dampness; the streets were wet and 
slippery, and the cold air was a veritable 
Chicago touch of nasty weather. 

The weather reminded every one of the 
fall months, and the sleeper of the Van 
Winkle type, suddenly awakened in the 
middle of the day, would have considered 
himself transported to a time near the end 
of Indian summer. The birds refused to 
sing yesterday, doubtless feeling that their 
season of mirth had been unreasonably dis- 
tanced by the cold spell, and the rest of 
nature appeared to stand still as though 
waiting for something unexpected, and 
brooding over the early. decay of summer. 
There was no need of alarm, though, to the 
birds and flowers, and had they consulted 
the weather man they weuld have found 
that there are several hot days to come, 
and the cool spell of yesterday was only 
the manifestation of a bad temper on the 
part of nature. 

It is generally the opinion of the old 
man who Knows the moods of nature from 
experience Ait a cool spell such as visited 
north Geo a yesterday is caused by a 
hailstorm or cold rain somewhere in the 
vicinity; but such is not the case. Such 
cool breezes may be brought about in At- 
lanta by a rainstorm thousands of miles 
away, and the one of yesterday is explain- 
ed by the prevailence of a storm in south- 
ern Florida. These storms have a tendency 
to draw the atmosphere in from all direc- 
‘tions, and all the breezes of different tem- 
peratures, coming as they do in such cases 
from the tropics and the pole alike, cone 
verge at the storm center. The storm cen- 
ter yesterday being, in Florida, the cold 
wind from the north rushing in, passed over 
Atlanta and gave the city an appearance 
almost of winter. The breeze was aided 
this tume by an unusually low temperature 
in the icé banks off New England, giving 
Atlanta for once a genuine touch of 
glacial temperature.

The temperature for the year has been, 
up to the cold wind of yesterday and a 
day before, 285 degrees above the normal, 
and taking the cold breeze into considéra- 
tion, the average for the year is still lb 
degrees hotter than usual. 

At this time last year the mperature 
was 42 degrees above normal. 

The lowest temperature recorded for 
any day in Ja@ly during the past seventeen 
years was on the lith of the month, 18%, 
when the mercury fell to 58 degrees, and 
the need for fire was felt in every house in 
the city. On several occasions the ther- 
mometer ‘has fallen to 59 degrees above 
freezing, while the highest point reached 
by the mercury yesterday was 62 degrees, 
reaching that point early yesterday morn- 
ine.

Fires in many homes in the city yester- 
day attested to the good sense of the occu- 
pants, and overcoats worn were not uncom- 
fortable—in fact, were necessary late yes- 
terday evening, for the dampness empha- 
sized and made more disagreeable the 
coldness.

Heroes of the Santiago Fight Applauded 
by Atlantians. 


CITY RECEIVED ‘THEM WELL 


Wherever They Went Yesterday They 
Created Enthustasm. 


THEY FOUND CIGARS AND DRINKS FREE 


The Wounded Soldiers from the Front 
Couldn’t Pay for Anything in At- 
“Janta That They Wanted. 


Tite wounded soldiers of Santiago were 


the lions of Atlanta yesterday, or at 

least those of them were who ven- 
tured into the city, with their torn wni- 
forms and ragged shirts. Many of the 
wounded soldiers refused to leave the post, 
and they have announced their intention 
of remaining there until new apparel 
comes from thé war department for them. 

Others, ‘however, knew that the clothes 
worn by them, no matter how ragged they 
might be, would not detract from their 
records on the battlefield, and they came 
boldly finto the mMity. The majority of 
them were limping, although a few were 
abfé to walk, with no signs of their 
wounds, despite the several bullets in dif- 
ferent portions of their anatomy, and At- 
lanta gladly paid them the price whenever 
a wounded man appeared. 

The wounded men are the new veterans— 
confederate veterans, G. A. R. veterans 
and all others take a back seat for the 
time and wherever the soldiers went yeés- 
terday they were observed by all. When 
one stopped he was quickly surrounded by 
a crowd and on each occasion of his stop- 
ping he was forced to tell all he knew of 
the battle of Santiago and of the methods 
used in the battle by the Spaniards. 

Trio of Wounded Ones. 

Yesterday three wounded soldiers 
walked down Alabama street and stopped 
near the corner of Whitehall. A crowd 
collected at once. 

‘Hello!’ said one citizen, 
Santiago?’’ 

“Yep,’’ came the reply. 

“Ig that so? Have a cigar. 
battle, wasn’t it?’’ 

“You bet,’ said the soldier. “Why, when 
my regiment went into the fight——”’ 

He was allowed to proceed no further. 
Questions poured in upon the three wound- 
ed men from all sides, and every new- 
comer in the crowd wanted everything re- 
peated for his benefit. 

‘Are you from Santiago?’ asked a sec- 
ond citizen. 

“Have a smoke,” said a third. 

“Do you ever imbibe?” ventured a fourth. 

“Let me take you to a good barber shop.” 

“You can have anything you want.” 

“Take a cigar on me.’’ 

“Did you get hit?” 

“Killed any Spaniards? ‘What! 
him! Say, that was too bad,”’ 

“Going back, are you? Say, give us an 
account of the battle. Weoant to know all 
about it. Tell us how you were wounded.” 

“Yes, take a cigar, won't you?’ chimed 
in a little man who was standing on tiptoe, 
gazing over the shoulders of a tall citizen. 

.“Move on, gentleman; don’t block the 
street,’ said an officer of the law, who 
came up at this juncture, and who had 
no appreciation of the situation. 

“Let’s go to the bar and get a drink 
while they tell the story,’ suggested the 
citizen who had stopped the soldiers. 

This suggestion was adopted, and in the 
hands of the crowd the three wounded 
heroes of Santiago moved down the street 
and took many dollars of trade to the 
bar in which they quenched their thirst. 

Invfted Them Into Their Offices. 

Nor were the newly-wottnded soldiers 
averse to the bouquets of attention that 
were showered upon them. Atlanta opened 
her arms and her ‘heart to them, and was 
determined that no man who had risked 
his life crawling in the undergrowth in the 
Santiago suburbs or charged in galjant 
style at Caney or San Juan should pay for 
anything to eat or drink. As the wounded 
ones limped slowly along the streets, prin- 
cipally in pairs, but sometimes singly and 
in quartets, they were given a continuous 
ovation, 

“From Santiago?’ called out one staid 
business man to a pair of grimy, ragged, 
bandaged wearers of the blue. And this 
business man was a confederate veteran. 
He is a man who drinks seldom, but he 
understood what the wounded men had 
gone through. When he received an affirm- 

altive answer he called them inio 
office, announced that he was too busy for 
business, and for thirty minutes he re- 
veled in the description of the fight at 
Santiago. 

“And wen de Spinaches tried ter 
me pard,” said the tough one, “w’y, 
See 
“Have it hot in the google,” put in the 
man whose life seemed to have been 
saved. “And then Bill had t® go back 
to get a hole in his arm plugged up.’ 

‘And so you gave ‘em hell! ’Rah for both 
of you,” and tbe three of them tossed off 
a bumper of beer. When the young veter- 
ans left they had 50 cents extra each and 
a fine Havana, which they were sending 
up in smoke like Schley did the vessels un- 
der Cervera. _ 
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CAMP BENNING COMING. 


Columbus Veterans Will Come to At- 
lanta in Full Force. 

Columbus, Ga., July 12.—(@Special.)—Co- 
lumbus and Camp Benning will be largely 
and enthusiastically represented at the re- 
union of the confederate veterans in the 
city of Altlanta. 

Camp Benning was organiZed three years 
ago and numbers among its members some 
of the bravest of the soldiers who fought 
unger the stars and bars. It is named 
for General Benning, of this city, “Olid 
gRock,” as the soldiers knew him. It has a 
nembership of two or three hundred. The 
camp meets regularly and always tdkes 
part in exercises on occasions like Memo- 
rial day and the anniversary of General 
Lee’s birthday. Waen the new courthouse 
was built the city council set aside a room 
for the use of the veterans. This place is 
also used as a meeting place by the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, through tbe cour- 
tesy of the camp. The consideration dis- 
played by the city authorities in this mat- 
ter was greatly appreciated by the vet- 
erans. The walls of the room are deco- 
rated with pictures and flags. There are 
pictures of Jefferson Davis, General Lee, 
General Jackson and others, and the con- 
federate colors are displayed on.all sides.

5000 POUNDS FLOUR CAPTURED 


The Flour Was Taken to No. 195 Mad- 
ison Street Last Sunday. 


HAULED IN PATROL WAGONS 


Some Developments May Follow Today 
Which Will Be Sensational—The- 
ories as to the Stealing. 


Five thousand pounds of fiour in jute 
eacks ‘Was discovered in a Vacant | 
house by patrolmen last night, where 
it is supposed to have been @idden by per- 
s0ns who had stolen it. 

It required all the patrol wagons to haul 
the flour to the police barracks, where it 
wus piled downstairs in the hallway of the 
prison to await identification. 

This was about the biggest single haul 
ever made by the Atlanta police.

The captain had been 
notified by Patrolman Taylor that a lot 
of stolen goods had been taken to the house 
last Sunday. 

The patrolmen found the 5,000 pounds 
of flour piled up in one of the rooms in 
the house, which was a frame dwelling 
that had been vacant for two or three 
weeks. 

Notice of the find was telephoned to the 
police barracks and all the patrol wagons 
were sent out to bring the flour to the 

arracks.

The hour was too late Jjast night for a 
further investigation of the matter, but 
it is believed that there are enough clews 
in the hands of the police to enable them 
to locate the person who hid the .filour in 
the vacant house. 

One theory is that it was stolen from a 
railroad freight depot where it had been 
sent for shipment to LaGrange. 

And still another theory is that it was 
taken from wholesale houses in the city 
and carried to the vacant house, from 
where it was to have been taken later. 

Some citizen saw draymen hauling the 
flour into No. 195 Madison street early last 
Sunday morning,*but for some reason no 
notice was given the police until last 
night. The draymen, when asked about it, 
said it was for the reunion. 

It was the intention of Captain Jennings 
to let the flour remain where it Was and 
have the house watched, but hs orders 
were misunderstood by the officer who 
communicated with Patrolmen Ivey and 
Starnes. 

It is believed, however, that there will 
be no trouble in findjng who carried the 
flour to the house.

STILL BUYING STEAMSETPS. 


Government Will Have a Large*%Col- 
lection of Transports Soon. 

Washington, July 12.—Negotiations are 
still in progress between the war depart- 
ment and ship owners, looking to the aec- 
quisition by the government of additional 
vessels, particularly on the Atlantic coast.

She will 
proceed promptly to Santiago and will be 
followed by the Port Victor, which, loaded 
with subsistence stores, was scheduled to 
leave New York today. The Port Victor 
will stop en route at Tampa and load with 
300,000 pounds of beef. 


VIRGINIANS LYNCH A NEGRO. 


Two Hundred Men Take Prisoner from 
Officers and Shoot Him. 
Charlottesville, Va., July 12.—The negro, 
John Henry James, who assaulted Miss 
Julia Hotopp, on the public road near her

Throughout the State Last Week. 


WEEKLY CROP BULLETIN OUT 


From All Sections of the State the Re- 
ports Are Excellent. 


WATERMELONS ARE NOW ON THE MARKET 


Peanuts, Peas and Peaches Are Sur- 
prising the Growers—Cotton Is 
Low, but Full of Fruit. 

W Marbury, who is section irector 

for the Atlanta crop district, has 
issued an unusually interesting crop bu!- 
letin for the week ending last Monday. 
The bulletin shows that the weather of 
last week was most propitious for the 
crops, and the genial sunshine, intermingled 
with the frequent showers, brought about 
a very encouraging prospect throughout 
the entire state. The bulletin, in frll, fol- 
lews: 

“During the past week the weather has 
been mest favorable to all growing crops 
except in the northern und northwestern 
counties, where only partially distributed 
showers have fallen. Where rain has fall- 
en all crops show marked improvement and 
the outicok has brighcened considerably. 
Cottonis generally in excellent condition 
and doing nicely. In a few localities it is 
shedding some. Early corn was eshortened 
by the protracted drought, but young corn 
is very good. Peaches are ripening rapidly 
and the yield is generally good, but in 
luany sections the fruit ig rather small. 
Watermelons are plentiful, but not up to 
the standard in size. It is thought the 
later peack crop will be large and of bet- 
ter quality. A large number of sweet po- 
tato slips set, and where rains have fallen 
are doing very well. More rain is needed 
to replenish water courses. Pastures have 
improved considerably. 

“Showers have been of frequent 
rence over most ofthe central counties an] 
all growing crops are*doing well. Early 
corn will not make much, but the late crop 
is growing rapidly and with continued 
favorable weather will give a large yield. 
Much of the upland corn has been laid bY. 
Cotton, though sti!l small, is growing nice- 
ly and fruiting well as a rule. There are 
some complaints cf its shedding. larly 
peaches are ripening rapidly and being 
shipped, ‘The fruit is small but plentifvl. 
A decided improvement is noted in swect 
potato plants, pastures, and lite gardens 
Wherever tains have fallen, A great many 
watermelons are now cn the market and 
are generally good. Peanuts and field peas 
are in good growing eondition. 

“While showers have been frequent in 
the northern section, they have been very 
unevenly distributed, and there are 
trons Where plenty of rain has fallen and 
ail creps have improved, while in other 
localities no rain has failen and veretation 
is at . standstill. Cotton is low but full 
of fruit and not yet damaged. Where rain 
has fallen it has improved very much; the 
same May be said of corn. The melon crop 
i not very good. Grapes and peaches in 
sume sections are plentiful, while in other; 
they ure very scarce; there will be but few 
apples, _ Gardens as a rule are rather 
poor. Eariy gardens are failing rapidly 
and could not be imprceved to any degree 
by rains, but late gardens are looking fair- 
ly well wherever showers have fallen. 

“G90d rains have fallen throughout mosi{ 

of the northeastern counties during the 
week. In some localities the falls have 
been heavy ‘enough to damage crops on low 
lands. Corn has made rapid improvement 
and is most promising. Cotton is also do- 
ing weil and continues to take on fruit. 
Blackberries are good ang apples are fair. 
Peaches are ripening, but the fruit is very 
small. Gardens ang pastures are looking 
much better than for some time. A large 
area of stubble has been sown in peas, 
which will germinate rapidly under the 
present favorable conditions. 
_ “Plenty of rain hag fallen during the week 
in the eastern counties, and under the in- 
fluence of warm sunshine crops of al] kinds 
are much improved. Cotton is growing and 
fruiting nicely, but some fields are be- 
coming grassy. Late corn is in excellent 
condition and is growing rapidly, but early 
fields will not fully- recover from the iil 
eqects of the dry weather. Sweet potatoes, 
cune, and all minor crops are looking well. 
Pastures have improved very much and 
some streams that were dry are now run- 
ning again. A good many are still setting 
Sweet potato slips. Peaches are ripening 
well and a fairly good crop is reported. 
Large quantities of watermelons are being 
marketed. 

“Showers have been frequent and several 
gxo0od rains have fallen in the southeastern 
counties, which ‘have improved rice, pota- 
toes, sugar cane, late melons and other 
crops. A large area of sweet potato slips 
fNhas been sea, and the plants which have 
been set are now doing nicely. Young 
corn and cotton are growing nicely. 
Peaches are ripening but are small. There 
will be very few apples. Watermelons are 
now plentitul and fairly good in quality. A 
= many cowpeas planted and doing 
well, 

“Good growing showers have been gen- 
eral over the southern counties and a mark- 
ed improvement in all growing crops is the 
result. Cotton is making rapid growth and 
some of it is laid by; it is well fruited. In 
a few sections forms are falling off on ac- 
count of too much sap. Early corn is poor, 
but young corn is doing very nicely and is 
in a fine healthy condition. Peaches are 
ripening and in many localities are very 
good. Applies are scarce. Watermelons 
plentiful. A good many sweet potato slips 
set during the past week. 

‘Showers have been quite general! over 
the majority of the southwestern counties, 
but in some localities rain is still needed. 
Wihere showers occurred a general im- 
provement is reported in the condition of 
growing crops. Much of the early corn 
crop is about made, but is short. Late 
plantings looking well except where no 
rain has fallen. Cotton is taking on fruit 
rapidly, but is aout two weeks late. Early 
peaches are small and rather inferior, but 
it is thought the later crop will be of better 
quality. Grapes are generally very good, 
but apples are searce. Considerable im- 
provement in pastures and sugar cane 
since last week in sections where rain fell. 
More rain still needed to replenish wells 
and streams. 

“Showers have becn general and in most 
sections of the western counties good rains 
have fallen during the week, resulting in 
a general advancement of all growing crops. 
Early corn is tasseling and silking and will 
give a fair yield. Young corn is green and 
healthy and growing rapidly. Cotton in 
very good condition; is blooming and 
taking on forms rapidly. In some fields it 
is shedding a little. Peaches are ripening 
and the crop is generally good. Sorghum 
fs very good. Watermelons are plentiful, 
but are not very large as a rule. 

“Throvghout the northwestern counties 
only partially distributed showers have 
fallen during the week and vegetation has 
advanced very slowly. Corn and cotton are 
small and both need good soaking rains. 
Cotton is looking healthy, but is small for 
the’ season. It is taking on forms and is 
blooming well. Many sweet potato slips 
that were set out during the last ‘season 
have diel for want of moisture. Gardens 
are still very poor, and only late planted 
vegetables would be much benefited by 
rains. Pastures and grasses need rain 
badiy and water supplies are scarce in 
many localities.’ ®

A batch of orders naviing the sentences 
of so'diers at Fort” McPherson recently 
tried and convicted before the general 
courtmartial assembled at the fort were 
issued yesterday from the department of 
the gulf. Some of these sentences are very 
severe, others are lighter, but all demon- 
strate the strictness of army life in the 
United States 

Fred I. Sullivan. who was tried for 
stealing several watches from his fellow 
soldiers, received the most severe stn- 
tence. He wl serve four years at hard 
labor in the military penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas. The alleged offense of 
Sullivan is unique and occasioned consider- 
able comment when it became known. 

He, with a number of other so‘diers, went 
to a pond near the post to enjoy a swim. 
While the others were in the pond Sullivan 


is said to have @isappeared, taking with ~ 


film several watches, which he secured 
after ransacking the clothes of his coOm- 
panions. 

He was apprehended in Atlanta and 
turned over to the military authorities for 
punishment. The foliowing order was 1s- 
sued concerning hig offense yesterday at 
the department of the gulf: 

“Recruit Fred E. Sullivan, Twentieth 
United States infantry, unassigned, having 
been tried by a general courtmartial con- 
vened at Fort McPherson, Ga., and found 
guilty of larceny after trust, in violation 
of the 62d article of war, and of desertion, 
in violation of the 47th article of war, vas 
sentenced ‘to be dishonorably discuarged 
from the service of the United Sts es, for- 
feiting ‘all pay and allowances. due him, 
and tobe confmed at hard labor, in such 
penitentiary as the FM tg authority 

direct, for four years.’ 
gg load vty Rae is approved, Ju‘y 8. 1298. 
and will be duly executed. The United 
States penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., is designated as the place of confine- 
ment to which point the prisoner wl) be 
sent under proper guard.” 

For sitting down while on duty guarding 
the Spanish prisoners at Fort McPherson 
Private James F. Hammett was fined $20 
in addition to two month~ at hard labor 
at the posf. 

Private Herman Ley was senteaced to 
three months at hard labor at Fort Mc- 
Pherson in addition to a fine of #5 for 
sleeping at’ his post of duty. The official 
order expiains that the sentence wa not 
more severe because of the past good 
record: of Ley and his long gervice in the 
army. 

Warren R. Rheubottom, @ negro recruit, 
was given a dishonorable discharge from 
the army and a sentence of two montis at

was convicted of steasing a coat irom a 
fellow recruit and then attempting to place 
the stigma of the offense upon an innocent 
party.

Mrs. Minnie Stoddard Attacks Mrs. Eliza 
Brooks in Dye Works. 


A ROW ON THE OUTSIDE 


Deputy Sheriff Mills Clubs Two Negro 
Spectators. 


LIVELY SCENE FOLLOWS IN- POLICE COURT 


Negro Lawyer Said To Be Too Demon- 
strative—A Dog Attacks a 
Policeman. 


the. Excelsior dye works, on Loyd 

street near Decatur, yesterday after- 
noon and while the police were looking 
into the affair and trying to stop the scrap 
a lot of negroes and a deputy sheriff on 
the outside got mixed up in a row which 
came near resulting in a small riot. Added 
to all of this was a warm scene in the po- 
lice court. 

The double fight caused the greatest ex- 
citement for a while and fully 500 people, 
white and black, gathered around the front 
of the dye works. 

The fight between the two women was as 
lively a scene as the police on duty on 
that beat have witnessed in many a day, 
they Say. 

It appears that “Mrs. Minnie Stoddard 
has a husband employed in the dye works, 
from whom she is separated. In the dye 
works Mrs. Eliza Brooks, an aunt of Mr. 
Stoddard, is also employed. Yesterday 
Mrs. Stoddard went to the dye works and 
began to upbraid her husband about his 
alleged attentions to another woman, 
which Mr. Stoddard took occasion to re- 
fute. Mrs. Brooks took the part of her 
nephew and this caused Mrs. Stoddard to 
turn her attention to the aunt. 

The result was a fight in which each got 
hold of the other’s hair and as they pulled 
they scratched and screamed. 

Patrolmen Ozburn and H. L. Abbott 
rushed upon the scene and attempted to 
separate the women. Mrs. Stoddard had 
with her a pet dog and every time Officer 
Ozburn tried to take hold of Mrs. Stoddard 
the dog took hold of the officer by the leg 
of the trousers. The vther policeman en- 
deavored to disengage Mrs. Brooks and it 
required all of nis strength to get her 
loose and extricate her hair from Mrs. 
Stoddard’s cfutches. 

A Crowd Quickly Gathers. 

In front of the dye works a large crowd. 
collected, among whom were many negroes 
from around the corner where the negro 
recruiting station is holding forth its tempt- 
ing bait of glory and rations. 

Police Commissioner Johnson had ar- 
rived and he requested Deputy Sheriff Carl 
Mills, who was there, to keep the sidewalk 
clear while the police were on the inside. 

Mills undertook to carry out the instruc- 
tions ot the police commissioner and met, 
so he states, with resistance from a negro 
named Arthur Johnson. Mills also claimed 
that another negro, Rev. Andrew Wright, 
interfered. This resulted in the deputy 
sheriff clubbing Johnson and Wright. H. 
L. Johnson, a negro lawyer, put in an ap- 
pearance and it is claimed by some of the 
officers that he became a little too demon- 
strative in his efforts to see justice done 
his race and this came very near precipi- 
tating serious trouble. 

A number of police came up, as they 
were on their way to the barracks to go 
on duty, and after about half an hour the 
scene quieted down. 

Mrs. Stoddard and iMrs. Brooks were both 
placed under arrest and served with copies 
of charges to appear in the police court 
this morning at half-past 9 o’clock. 

The negro men, Wright and Johnson, 
were locked up and taken before the re- 
Corder yesterday afternoon at half-past 2 
o’clock. Lawyer H. L. Johnson appeared 
for the defense and at his request the cases 
went over until this afternoon, 

Lively Scene. 

While Lawyer Johnson was conducting 
the cases in the police court there arose a 
little scene and the recorder threatened 
to put the negro lawyer in jail for con- 
tempt of court. The recorder made _ the 
same threat to Deputy Sheriff Mills. 

The deputy sheriff stated that Johnson 
had had plenty of time to get up witnesses 
and had been at the pouice barracks half an 
hour. 

“That remark is simply not the truth,” 
said the negro lawyer. 

The deputy sheriff made a caustic reply, 
whereupon the recorder sald, with con- 
siderable feeling: 

“Both of you hush.’’ 

Then turning to the negro lawyer he said: 

“You had no right to make the remark 
you did, and the first thing you know you 
will find yourself in jail.’’ 

The recorder turned to the deputy sheriff 
and said: 

“And I will send you to jail, too, if you 
don’t respect this court.’’ 

Judge Andy was warming up, 
laid down his pen and continued: 

“Thefe shall be no more fights and quar- 
rels in this court as long as I preside over 
it. I intend from now on to have order 
here if f have to put every man in.Atlanta 
in jail.’’ 


Statements About the Affair. 


Deputy Sheriff Mills makes the following 
statement about his striking the two ne- 
groes: 

*“‘When I acted under Commissioner John- 
son’s orders and attempted to clear the 
sidewalk, Arthur Johnson said there wasn’t 
enough of such fellows like me to make 
him move. I took hold of him and when 
he resisted I tapped him with my billy. As 
I was handcuffing Johnson the negro 
Wright gave me some of his head and I 
had to tap him.” 

Wright and Johnson deny that they said 
or did anything out of the way. 

There will be a number of witnesses on 
both sides and the case will be of con- 
siderable interest. . 

The trial of the two white women this 
morning wih also not be lacking in jn- 
terest. 

Patrolman Ozburn says all that he re- 
grets is that they coukin’t make a case 
against the dog.

THE DRAMATIC STORY TOLD BY HIS SISTER 


When Drinking and Haunted His Baby 
Girl Was Taken from Him and 
He Was Placed 1n Jail.

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OR a week the sheriff and the police 
F have been looking for Dr. Thomas 

Henry Everett, who is wanted on @ 
warrant charging him with manslaughter. 
The coroner of Fulton county makes the 
charge upon an inquest which is said to 
have brought out evidence tending to show 
that Dr. Everett bled Henry Smith, a ne- 
gro, so copiously as to cause death. The 
doctor cannot be foynd. 

Last night a middle-aged woman sat in 
the rear of a little store at Nia 214 Deca- 
tur street, while a fair young girl sat 
near by knitting, and told Officer Cornett 
a very dramatic story about the life of the 
doctor who is so much wanted. The elderly 
woman Was Mrs. Sarah Duffie, the sister 
of Dr. Everett, and the young girl was 
Miss Ida, the daughter of the doctor. 

“His has been a curious life,’”’ said Mrs. 
Duffie when asked about her missing broth- 
er. ‘“‘He is the son of John 8S. Everett, who 
was once a leading farmer in Morgan 
county, Georgia, and John Everett was a 
good old-fashioned Baptist, and never al- 
lowed liquor to come into his house. When 
Brother Henry wag only sixteen years old 
he was forced to kill Bill Lane, his best 
friend. Lane accused Henry of taking one 
of his fox hounds and when they met in 
my father’s stable Lane got Henry down 
and began to beat him with a pistol and 
then tried to shoot him. Henry drew a 
knife and cut Lane to death. My poor 
brother was tried and turned loose, but 
he never got over the killing. At night he 
would see Lone ,and, once the dead man 
came back and appeared to him. Henry 
was for years well nigh crazy. He married 
and we hoped that he would get over being 
haunted by the man he had killed, but he 
seemed to get worse and finally he took 
to drink. His wife died and he married 
again. His two children by his first wife 
are dead and he has, nine living by his 
second wife, who is dead. Ida over there 
is one of them.’ 

The old woman paused to dtir up the 
small blaze in the stove and then con- 
tinued: 

“And the haunt and the liquor wasn’t 
ail that worried the life out of the poor 
fellow. His oldest daughter decided that 
he wasn’t a fit person to have the young 
children. and she had him arrested and 
locked up in the police station about 
three years ago. The newspapers were full 
of it at the time, Four of the children were 
sent to the Home for the Friendless. I re- 
member when they kept the children in 
the police station for a week, and at night 
the little baby girl, Maude, would call out 
for her father, who was. not far away. and 
could hear her: ‘Papa, tum. to ‘ore baby.’ 
It vsed to make my heart ache. After a 
while he went to the Home for the Friend- 
less to see his children. and one of them 
had run away and two of them were with 
their eldest sister. But little baby Maude 
could not be found. And until this day he 
has never been able to get her. None 
would tell him where they had sent the 
child. The baby was the only thing to 
which he clung and then he began to grieve 
and took to drink again.’’ 

When asked about the crime with which 
her brother was charged, Mrs. Duffie said: 


“Why, he has bled at least 5,000 people 


and they never died. He has bled me time 
and time again and here are the scars, and 
I ain’t dead yet.”’ 

‘“‘He has bled me, too,’ put in Miss Ida, 
“and I know I am strong and well.’”’ 

“It’s all nonsense to talk about that -ne- 
gro dying from being bled,” continued 
Mrs. Duffie, “and I am told that his death 
was caused by his drinking too much ice 
water. I don't know where brother is. He 
ought to Fave stayed here and faced the 
charge. I do know that he has had more 


than his share of trouble, being haunted 


by the man he Killed for thirty-five years, 
and having the idol of his heart stolen 
from him, and now he is charged with 
stingy It is enough to break any man 
own.,”’
